THE .DUTY ON SCCAll. 


Mr. Morrison'^ 
committee—tlmt 
of 


ways and menus—is receiving many vig- 
orous protests from the representatives 
of 
tho sugar interests 
of 
Louisiana 


against the proposed reduction of the 
duty on sugar. The Morrison bill seeks 
to reduce the duty twouly pur oeut, hut 
Congressman King, a democratic mem- 
ber from Louisiana, suyn that it would 
be better to increase than to reduce the 
duty, for the simple reason that "there 
was great danger that the United States 
by removing the duty ou sugar would 
foster monopolies abroad." That is to 
say, instead of enabling American con- 
sumers to procure cheaper sugar tho 
effect of a reduction of duty would bo to 
place it m tho power ot foreign manu- 
facturers to li* the market price to suit 
themselves. 


Opposing tho proposition to reduce 


the duty ou sugar, is tho testimony of 
Mr. Diamond, of Now Orleans. Before 
the ways and means committee of tho 
boost) of representatives, he paid that in 
live years succeeding the war thoro had 
been an iuoreaie of 800 pur coot in pro- 
iluctiun. whilo on the other hand, under 
tho reiluctiou ot 1870 tho ;pl»ntera had to 
compute with foreign t-lavo labor and tho 
uusiues^ was paralyzed. How the com- 
mittee will regard this testimony remains 
to be seen 
There is a clause in tho

question to the effect that "the necessary 
reduction in taxation can nud must be

"It is much 
more likely to bo largely, it not wholly 
swallowed up by the duties imposed iu 
the countries from which it is exported, 
and by tho division of increased proiitu 
among planters, mercharts, importers, 
and others encaged iu handling it. The 
universal experience is that a reduction 
of duty amounts to very little to the 
consumer. Ho is at tho tiulend of tho 
list ot all those concerned, and by tho 
time those ahead ot him have helped 
themselves to what they regard as their 
*hare, there is littls or nothing loft.

SOME THOUGHTS ABOUT FORIEK. 


It IB probable that the future historian 


•will record that Generals McClellan and 
Fitz John Potter were thoroughly loyal 
BI citizens, thoroiiRhly exemplary as men 
and thoroughly educated an r olclierg, but 
he will not add thut they were successful 
janerals. The reputations of t :e two men 
are based on a slni'lar ground and tho 
Iriends of one ure almost without excep- 
tion the friends of the other. Ono point 
in tho career ot both is worthy of note us 
showing how the most diverse causes 
work together to produce the same effect. 
Geo, MoCIellan always insisted that tbo 
failure of the PeoinKiiiur campniun waa 
dne to the decision ot President Lincoln 
not to send McDo-wall's corps to his aid. 
It was tbe judgment of the president that 
the transfer ot that corps would indau(;er 
the safety of Washington. Perhupe that 
act ot the president baa met with the 
severest and most protracted criticism of 
any single part of his oDloial life, and 
ho inglorious termination of the bril- 
iantly-begun career of Gen, MoGlellan 
s always ottnbutad by liin friends to 
his withholding of McDowell's troops. 
Now, in effect, this same Uiufl of per- 


oimance on the part ot President Lin- 
oln, which has been so criticised and 
.enounced by Gen. 
Glelifin 
and hi" 


nends is the very excuse which is offered 
n extenuation of tho conduct of Gen. 
Porter. 
President 
Lincoln 
did 
noj 


rder Gen. McDowell to tho support ot 


Gen. MoCIellan—honoe Mr. Lincoln was 
guilty; General Porter did not order his 
troops to the support of General Pope, 
hence General Porter was innocent. In 
the present instance there ie no purpose 
oC entering into an argument aa the 
merits or demerits of any ct the parties, 
but simply to call attention to another 
[lustration of the great truth, that.wbat 
will be condemned or cens-nred iu on > 
>erson will bo extolled and rjuinpliuient- 
id in another. 


There is probably no doubt or the suc- 


cessful passage ot the bill to retire Gen- 
oral Porter to the army. It is one of the 
Measures ot sublunary t-xistuuce that 
:ime obliterates asperities and covers 
human infirmities with quite a dense 
mantle ot charity. Age teuds to mellow 
enmities, and memory refuses to retain 
the evil reports which enter the mind. 
Aa men advance in years they recognize 
more and more the common level and 
he common destiny ot nil; 
and tho 


thought serves to remove bitterness, dis- 
ocnteut and antagonisms. The truth of

persons who twenty years ago though

If General Poitor had fought as ordered 
and won the battle, he would not have 
achieved so certain an immoitality ca he 
has received; Cor now future generations 
will find his name generously sprinkled 
iu the columns Of tho congressional 
record, while a single page will serve on 
which to recount the glories of his mil- 
itary career.

AN ANCIENT CITY SHAKEN. 


Grnnudlt J^xperJeneos Ik Violent .Shock of 


Kurthfiuuko. 


MAUHID, March 1C.—A violent shock of 


earthquake was experienced In tho city of 
Graniula Monday morning. Buildings wore 
shaken ull over tho city, plaster anil nm- 
sur.ry were cracked, the steeples were so 
vibrated that in several of them the bells 
rang without being touched. 
Thousands of 


windows were broken, and many houses in 
progress of erection or repair were demol- 
ished. 


The people, warned by their fearful ex- 


porionce of two years ago, instantly lied 
from their dwellings, shops, and warehouses 
into the streets and public squares, where 
they remained Cor hours, praying and wait- 
ing to see if tho hbock was to bo repeated. 
Many persons were injured by Hying frag- 
ment-t fi'ojn tho wrecked buildings, but thus 
far no futnl casualties are reported. The 
8boe';i was also felt, but with a smaller 
degree of force, in various other portions of 
AuJalusio.

to bo from west to east and lasted SCVOD 
seconds.

So instead of tho Buck 
bill, with "70a" in placo ot "$1.50," tbo 
delugutes there (Messrs. Col. DnlVy, of 
Pennsylvania, S. L. Lord, L. W. La Fol. 
lottandL. B. Caswsll,o£ Wisconsin.E. N. 
Phelps atid Hon. J. H. Buck, ol Connec- 
ticut, W. C. Morse and E. M, Crawford, 
ol Now York state), have decided to push 
the following as asubstituta for tho Buck 
and othor bills now beforo congress: 


'Section 1. Loaf tobacco in any bale, 


boi, package or bulk, any part ot which 
is commercially known as wrappers, if 
not stemmed 75c per Ib, if stemmed, 


per Ib, upon tho whole contents ot 


such bale, box, package or bulk ot to- 
baooo. 


"See. 2. All other tobacco in leaf man- 


ufactured and not stemmed, 35o por Ib. 


"Sec, 3. This act shall take effect upon 


its passage." 


This billl is in some respects far m- 


perior to the draft printed in tho Now 
York Leaf of February 27, and it is also 
Tory superior to the draft furnished to 
tho Leaf of March G, by E, N. Pbolps, 
whioh omitted .the all-important words 
"any part ot which." There is, however, 
considerable fault to be found with this 
bill because ot several weak points. One 
of thorn IB the phrase "commorcially 
known as wrappers." It would not bo 
sis mouths before wrappers would be 
"commercially known as cigar tobacco1 


or some similar name, thus evading the 
duty and enabling tho importers to defy 
the growers. 


The tobacco sales at Viroqua by Var- 


non oouuty growers are at 3, 3><, 4 and 5 
ceuts. C. Pnls, of tbe town of .Sterling, 
sold 4,320 pounds at 5 cents. Tho buyer 
at Viroqna says the crop is a poor ona 
tho country over, and that ha has not 
fouaj a first class lot of leaf in Vernon 
county.

Tho two comets, says an exchange, are 


now bowling galong towards the earth at 
a prutty rapid rate. They have already 
beeT whhin tba [range o? tho astrono- 
mers' telescopes for ovor three months, 
and within another month or six weeks 
it is probable that they will burst upon 
the view of tbe general public, or, in 
other wordi-, become visible to the naked 
eye. 
Prdf. Frisby, of tbe observatory, 


who has charge of the comet depart 
ment, haa been making observations for 
some time upon the celestial new comers. 
One ot the comets' ia known as Fabry's 
comot and was discovered December 1. 
The other is Barnard's comot, discovered 
'wo days later. Comets receive the 
names of their discoverers until they aro 
identified as boing soma comot known in 
thu past or until the yeiirly catalogue ot 
comets is made up, when they aro classi- 
fied by numbers merely, as "No. 1— 188C,1 


'•No. 2— IfciSu," and so on. These two 
comets not only csmo within the range ol 
tbe telescopes about the samn time, but 
it appears probable that they will both 
be visible to tbe naked eye in the 
heaveiiH about tho same time. They will 
become visible, it is thought, about the 
latter part ol April or early in May, just 
wben tho nights are becoming warm 
enough to tempt lovers oat for evening 
strolls. Comets in tho Jsky will afford a 
most reasonable exouso for strolling in

starlight,

May Jirit. Both comets will come very 
uesr the earth and the sun. 
They aro

tinct in appearance as tbo two wanderer 
approach the earth. Barnard's comat has 
been supposed to bo identical witt the 
comet of 1785. as its elements appear to 
bo about tlio same; but this has not 
boon dttennmed with certainty.
